A year ago to-day our enemies 


dov>r. their arms in accordance with 
ati armistice which rendered them 
impotent to renew hosiuu-.e.-- .and 
gave to the world ar. assured oppor- 
tunity to reconstruct its shattered 
order and to work out in peace a 
new and jnster set oi international 
relations. The soldiers and the peo- 
ple 
the 
European 
Allies 
had 


fought and endured tor more than 
four years to uphold the barrier oi 
civilization against the aggressions 
of armed force. We. ourselves had 
been in the conflict something more 
than a year and a half.
